La Follette's overwhelming victory in Wisconsin has cleared the road 
fer him to the Republican nomination for the presidency>^hc ambition of 
hit life. 

1 sincerely ho| e that he will reach it, for personally I have the kind¬ 
liest feeling for Rooert M. La Follette and for Francis McGovern. 

However. I will also say that La Follette will then find his limitstions. 
He will lesFn that the capitalist system can not be changed from within, 
not any more than a man can puli himself out of the mud by his own hair. 

Nevertheless, the platform which La Follette dictated to his convention 
last Tuesday is a most remarkable document. The framers have taken as 
many plenks from the Socialist platform aa they possibly could and stay 
within a capitalist party. 

They have especially plundered our political demands—the demands 
ior democracy in the political held. Several of these cannot be introduced 
without a thcroug’i change in our cons*ttutton. 

• • « 

Of couree, even in the political held La-Pollette doca not go far enough. 

For instance he does not stand for the abolition of the Senate—being 
a senator lumiclf. 

Yet in his primary election campaign he adopted the Socialist habit of 
calling the Senate a "millionaire club,** where Guggenheim represents the 
smelter trust; Aldrich. Standard Oil; Depew. Railroad; Smoot. Su|^ar; 
Dryden. Insurance, snd to on down the line.

But as a student of constitutional history La Follette ought to know 
that the Senate was established for the purpose of representing wealth 
and vested interests. 

The Senate is a check upon any uprising of the people against the 
domination of weaUh—otherwise the Senate has no function. 

However, this we will forgive him, because for the 6rst time in the 
history of the Republican party he made some economic demands.
